';"The most artistic arrangement .of 
por^h boxes planted with flowers is to 
place thein on a level with the outside 
o^'the hand rails, extending the series 
entirely around. .They, should be filled 
with low growing, hardy plants, such 
as geranium, lobelia, vinca and nastur- 
tium, trained to • fall over and trail. 
Outbuildings should be covered with 
vines. If they are of brick, this is an 
easy matter, but if of frame the prob- 
lem is a trifle more difficult.' For brick 
buildings Boston ivy is best north of 
Washington: English ivy, south. These 
vines will cling to the bricks, but on 
frame outbuildings supports must be 
provided for nearly all vines. There 
are two very excellent Japanese spe- 
cies, actinidia and akebia, to' be rec- 
ommended for the latter; also the na- 
tive five fiugered ivy and the bitter- 
sweet, common .in the north.

A model rural homestead, serving as 


an object lesson in landscape garden- 
ing for people of moderate- means, is a 
unique enterprise just conceived by 
Uncle Sam. Six acres of the govern- 
ment reservation at Arliugtou, across 
the Potomac from Washington, have 
been .reserved for this novel purpose. 
Upon it will be erected a ten room 
frame house to cost $G,000. 
-The prim.'ii-y object of this ingenious 
experiment will be to teach at a glance 
ideal methods of grading, planting, 
cutting and watering lawns; of locat- 
ing and adorning flower beds, p;:tbs 
and drives; of beautifying the porch, 
of screening out objectionable views, 
of locating trees; of covering outbuild 
ings with vines; of doing all manner of 
things to make the exterior of the 
home beautiful. 


The work of laying out this mode; 


homestead 'site, writes John Elfreti- 
.Watkins in the New Orleans Times- 
Democrat, has been intrusted to Pro- 
fessor L. C. 'Gorbett, horticulturist- of 
the department of agriculture, a mas- 
ter in the fine art of landscape garden- f ' 
ing. Taking his new enterprise as a i 
text, this savant recently said: 


•'We will begin by laying out the 


lawn. To be effective it should always 
rise from the street to the house- 
should rise at least eighteen inches in' 
caph 100 feet of depth. A lawn should 
always be full in the center, never hol- 
low, and should grade off gently to the 
level of the public walk in front, not 
ending there ia an abrupt bank. Most 
people either cut their grass too close 
or let it go to seed between mowings 
A lawn mower should be set high 
enough to leave one and a half or two 
inches of each blade of grass uncut; 
otherwise there will not be left suln- 
cieut leaf area for proper nourishment 
Early in. the summer lawns must be 
mowed often, with less frequency to- 
ward and during autumn. Few people 
know when to water their lawns. The 
hose should never under any circum- 
stances be applied'during full sunshine. 
Evaporation is then rapid, and each 
drop of water acts as a little lens or 
burning glass, focusing the sun's riiys 
and actually scorching the grass blades. 
Commence to water-your lawn toward 
sunset or during, tbe night.. Make this 
a rule, and your grass will look re- 
freshed.

How Jackson 
Took the Fort

EE'S campaign in northern Vir- 


ginia between the Rapidan rlv 
er-and Washington in August 
18C2, resulted in the complete 


overthrow of the Federal array undci 
General John Pope. The second battle 
of Bull Run, fought on the old fleld of 
1861, the 29th and 30th of August, put 
an end for the time to the cry of the 
north, "Omvard to Richmond!" It was 
a brilliant triumph for Lee. He had 
marched from the James river, where 
he had defended Richmond against 
McClellan at the gates of the Confed- 
erate capital, to head off another ene- 
my which threatened to attack Rich- 
mond on a new plan. This fresh ene- 
my he had destroyed, McClellan had 
withdrawn his army from the lower 
James to the defenses of Washington, 
and suddenly Lee changed his plans. 
He decided to invade the north, to 
cross into Maryland and if possible 
win a new state to the Confederacy. 


There was nothing to obstruct- the 


Confederate march across the upper 
Potomac river. Washington was the 
danger point in the eyes of the Federal 
authorities, with Pope's army defeated 
and the enemy within a day's march 
of the city. A force lay at Martins- 
burg in observation on what was 
called the valley route from the heart 
of Virginia to the Potomac, and a gar- 
rison of 10,000 men Tvas at Harpers 
Ferry, a fortified post three days' 
march north of Washington. Pope's 
broken 
battalions and 
McClellan's 


fresh divisions all lay within the cor- 
don of fortifications around Washing- 
ton city. 


After burying the dead on the field 


at Manassas arid" sending away the 
wounded, Lee turned the heads of his 
columns toward Maryland, and on the 
5th of ^September the whole force 
waded the river at unguarded fords be- 
tween Washington and Harpers Fer- 
•y. The southern soldiers made the ex- 
perience a jubilee, laughing, singing 
and shouting, while the bands at the 
lead of the column played "Maryland, 
My Maryland." 


There were many Marylanders in 
L,ee's ranks already and to them the 
march was a happy going home, for 
hey didn't look ahead to what might 
'ollow. 
The citizens of 
Maryland 


were not enthusiastic in welcoming the 
joys in gray, however. 
The column 


halted at Frederick city. The event 
was a novelty and the small boys and 
-women turned out to see the soldiers. 
Soon after his arrival Stonewall Jack- 
son was presented with a stalwart war 
horse, and the first time he mounted 
the charger the animal reared like a 
wild westerner and went over back- 
ward, rider and alL The day after the

army reached Frederick was Sunday, 
and Stonewall went to church and 
quietly slept throughout the service. 


Lee waited four days to see what th« 


enemy would do before be made a 
move from Frederick. About that time 
he learned that McClellan had been 
restored to the command of the Army 
of tbe Potomac, lie supposed that a 
soldier like McClellan would order the 
evacuation of Harpers Ferry, because 
tbe post -was cut off from support by 
the presence of Lee between that point 


Federal force evacuated on his ap- 
proach. This force retreated to Har- 
pers Ferry, crowding the place and 
crippling rather than helping the de 
feijse. 


AVhile Jackson planted his guns to 


cover the pentup citadel on the Vir- 
ginia side of the Potomac, Lee sent an- 
other column to invest the fortress 
from the Maryland side.and thus the 
garrison was -caught between two 
fires. 
The Federal commandant of 


Haipers Ferry, Colonel 
Dixou S. 


Miles, ma'de the mistake of withdraw- 
ing that part of the garrison which 
held the heights on the Maryland 
bluffs from their trenches, and this left 
his garrison in a valley with enemies 
on the heights all around the fortress. 


With the troops out of Martinsburg 


added to the original garrison, there 
•were over 12,000 Federal soldiers coop- 
ed up on a narrow, low lying peninsu- 
la formed by the junction of the Po- 
tomac and Shenandoah rivers. Jack- 
son aimed at a clean capture of the 
Federal post and therefore waited until 
it was completely surrounded before 
bringing on a crisis. When he learned 
by signal across the. river that a sup- 
porting force led by General McLawi 
was in possession of the Maryland 
heights, he signaled to his division 
leaders the following dispatch: "Har- 
pers F'erry is now" completely'invested. 
I shall summon its commander to sur- 
render. Should he refuse I will give 
him twenty-four hours to remove non- 
combatants and then carry the place 
by assault. Do not fire unless forced 
to." 


Even with the army signals and 


field telegraph in use forty years ago 
the commanders fought more or less in 
a fog. Jackson and his generals while 
investing Harpers Ferry knew noth- 
ing of what Lee was doing meanwhile. 
They knew that he had sent McLaws 
up on the Maryland side of the Poto- 
mac to help capture the Federal post, 
but nothing further of liim nor of any 
enemy on the Maryland shore. About 
noon on Sunday, the 14th of Sep- 
tember, the Confederate general in 
command on the line farthest down 
the river, General J. G. Walker, heard 
firing away off on his right In the di- 
rection of South mountain, a difficult 
barrier north of Frederick, where Lee 
was supposed to be resting his army. 
Walker reported this to Jackson and 
asked permission to open his guns upon 
Harpers Ferry. Jackson replied that 
the firing was doubtless a cavalry skir- 
mish, and refused to allow the guns to 
open, "Walker then determined to be 
'forced" to fire according to the letter 
of Jackson's orders. He placed two 
North Carolina regiments in full view 
of the Federal artillery on the Vir- 
ginia heights and quickly drew their 
ire. This was answered by his own 
)atteries. 


Walker's initiative was followed by 


other generals, and all that Sunday 
afternoon, while McClellan's troops 
were storming the passes of South 
mountain to cut their way through 
and relieve Harpers Ferry, the duel of 
he cannon sent thundering echoes up 
and down the valley and across the 
Maryland hills. 


Night stopped the rain of iron on the 


14th. 
Inside the Federal lines every- 


thing looked hopeless. 
Two cavalry 


colonels asked permission to ride out 
of the trap with their troopers and 
were allowed to sally forth after dark. 
These were the only members of the 
garrison to escape. The plan of escape 
or the cavalry had been broached the 
evening of the 13th, before a shot had 
been fired, by Colonel B. F. Davis of 
he Eighth New York, The Twelfth 
Ilinois, under' Colonel Arno Voss, 
oincd fortune -with "the New York 
troopers, and after dark on the 14th 
lie little column crossed into Mary- 
and and made Its way through the 
corps of General Longstreet, which 
was then moving toward the Potomac 
rom the interior of Maryland. 
The sound of battle "off in the direc- 
ion of South Mountain up to dark of 
the 14th warned Jackson that no time 
was left for parley. The enemy was 
coming nearer and nearer to tbe be- 
leaguered fortress. At daylight on the 
loth he opened with fifty guns. The 
fire swept the Federal lines front and 
rear. A heavy fog obscured the view 
of Walker's artillerists on London 
heights, but they pounded away at the 
range fixed the day before. The Fed- 
eral gunners fired with spirit on the 
start, but after a time then- shots be- 
came feeble and at 8 o'clock a. m. 
ceased altogether. At that hour Colo- 
nel Dixon S. Miles, after consulting big 
officers, waved the white flag. 


Many of the Confederate gunners on 


the distant heights could not see the 
signal of surrender and continued to 
hurl their missiles into the beleaguered 
camps. Even while -waving the Bag 
Colonel Miles -was struck with tbe 
fragment of a shell and died next day 
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bi-lon-
